The  Senate  Student  Government  and 
Internal  Affairs  Committee  has  been  bat- 
ting  this  problem  of  senate 
composition  around  since  Sep- 
tember, according  to  President 
Dave  Hoopes,  and  is  now 
throwing  the  ball  out  to  stu- 
dents. 

A SPECIAL  sounding  board 
will  be  held  Friday  at  4 p.m. 
in  288  Knight  Bldg,  at  which 
students  may  express  their  op- 
inions, said  Hoopes. 

The  Student  Government  and 
Internal  Affairs  Committee, 
headed  by  Dave  Howard,  met 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  em- 
erged with  three  suggested  plans 
for  change  of  senate  composi- 
tion. 

(1)  To  reapportion  senate 
seats  geographically,  following, 
to  some  extent  the  present  ward 
boundaries. 

(2)  To  seat  senators  as  rep- 
resentatives of  organizations. 

(3)  To  combine  the  method  of 
choosing  senators  as  represent- 
atives of  classes  and  selecting 
them  as  representatives  of  the 
11  colleges. 

THE  REASON  CERTAIN  sen- 
ators feel  there  is  a need  for  a 
change  is  that  students  do  not 
feel  enough  identity  with  their 
class  that  they  exert  any  group 
motivation  on  their  senators, 
said  Hoopes.  The  members  of 
the  group  the  senators  repre- 
sent need  to  have  common  needs 
or  at  least  to  feel  identification 
with  the  group,  he  added. 

Hoopes  pointed  out  that  the 
committee  is  anxious  to  get  stu- 
dent opinion  before  it  submits 
a bill  to  the  senate  body.  He  em- 
phasized that  the  committee’s 
suggestions  are  ideas  of  individ- 
ual members  and  are  by  no 
means  represgritafive  of,  the 
views  of  the  entire  committee. 

About  one-half  of  the  commit- 
tee members  feel  a composition 
change  is  not  necessary,  Hoopes 
said.  Some  feel  the  senate 
should  work  in  other  problem 
areas  such  as  student  apathy 
and  tight  administrative  control. 

HOWARD’S  committee  also 
considered  a possible  revision  of 
student  government  with  the 
move  into  the  new  Student  Cen- 
ter. Will  administrators  formu- 
late the  policy  which  runs  the 
Center?  Or  will  students,  whose 
funds  constructed  the  building, 
originate  the  policy?  Who  will 
administer  it?  Since  most  of  the 
campus  social  activities  will  be 
concentrated  in  this  building, 
will  the  administrative  staff  of 
the  Student  Center  take  over  the 
duties  of  the  vice  president  of 
social  activities?

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Purpose  needed 
in  Y government 


In  reaction  to  the  recent  ar- 
ticle “Anathema”  (Feb.  7,  1962) 
by  ^Ir.  By,  I feel  impressed  to 
write  a few  thoughts  which  have 
plagued  me  since  I returned  to 
BYU  last  fall  after  four  years’ 
absence.  I seem  to  recall  that 
student  government  enjoyeci 
more  prestige  during  my  for- 
mer BYU  days  (1954-57).  School 
, spirit  seemed  to  ride  higher  and 
school  activities  (other  than 
basketball  games)  seemed  to 
enjoy  more  interest.  I was  nbt 
sure  that  my  impressions  were 
: accurate  until  the  article  by  Mr. 
By  appeared. 

ONE  OF  THE  issues  dis- 
cussed in  the  above  article  was 
a reaction  on  the  part  of  some 
ii  students  to  a “dominating”  ad- 
ministration. The  decision  as  to 
whether  BYU  has  student  gov- 
: ernment  or  not  and,  to  what  ex- 
itent,  ultimately  rests  with  the 
|! administration.  The  school  is  a 
Church  institution,  and  the 
■ Church  is  controlled  from  the 
top  down.  The  proof  of  the  pud- 
;ding  lies  in  the  current  dis- 
banding of  social  units.  In  any 
discussion  concerning  the  future 
of  student  government,  this  as- 
pect of  Church  policy  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

If  there  is  to  be  student  gov- 
ernment on  this  campus,  it 
must  have  a “mission,”  a pur- 
pose to  fulfill.  This  purpose 
should  be  well  defined  to  the 
participants  and  to  the  student- 
body  in  general.  It  may  exist  to 
provide  invaluable  experience  in 
the  American  democratic  pro-, 
cess,  providing  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  eventual  leaders  we 
like  to  prophesy  that  we  are 
destined  to  become. 

STUDENT  government  may 
be  defined  as  the  organization 
of  student  functions  of  cultural 
value  which  might  not  other- 
wise be  available.  It  may  also 
l>e  a medium  by  which  the  ad- 
ministration organizes  support 
for  and  assesses  student  opinion 
of  administration-sponsored  ac- 
tivities which  depend  upon  stu- 
dent support.  Unfortunately, 
contact  with  some  studentbody 
officers  leaves  the  impression 
that  the  mission  of  our  student 
government  or  its  parts  is  not 
well  defined. 

Participation  in  student  gov- 
ernment should  bring  an  indi- 
vidual a certain  amount  of  re- 
ward. One  of  these  rewards  is 
prestige.  Unfortunately,  the 
prestige  of  student  government 
depends  upon  many  variables. 
One  is  the  past  record.  This  fac- 
tor’is  the  least  alterable.  Anoth- 
er is  a broad  base  of  support. 
Senators  only  hurt  the  prestige 
of  student  government  by  hand- 
ing out  game  tickets  to  a select 
few.

A RUMOR  THAT  flame  to  me 
from  a reliable  source  was  that 
several  approved  senior  resi- 
dents slated  for  this  year  in  He- 
latman  were  replaced  by 
“friends”  of  studentbody  offi- 
cers shortly  before  the  return 
to  school.  Whether  the  rumor 
is  true  or  not,  it  has  done  its 
damage.  An  indication  of  the 
narrow  base  of  support  and  one 
possible  reason  for  some  inde- 
cision is  the  notable  absence  of 
upperclassmen  from  appointive 
offices.  Representative  govern- 
ment must  truly  representa- 
. five. 

A reward  that  I would  like  to 
propose  to  enhance  the  prestige 
of  student  government  is  a re- 
ward for  constant  effort 
throughout  the  semester  — one- 
half  unit  of  credit  in  civic  sci- 
ence, with  the  stipulated  maxi- 
mum of  one  credit  hour,  to  be 
applied  to  the  requirement  in 
social  sciences.  The  pattern  has 
already  been  set  by  our  Forum 
and  Devotional  assemblies. 

ANOTHER  FACTOR  in  pres- 
tige is  publicity.  George  Man- 
gan  did  a good  job  in  organiz- 
ing support  for  the  telegram 
sent  to  the  College  Bowl  team. 
Let  us  hope  that  our  successes 
in  New  York  will  not  be  the  only 
news  items  other  than  sports 
to  grace  our,  campus  paper’s 
for  the  next  two  months.  One 
of  the  reasons  Mr.  Connel,  Pro- 
vo’s ex-City  Manager,  was  kick- 
ed put  (actually  upstairs)  by  the 
City’;  of  Provo  was  that  his  mes- 
sage was  not  effectively  carried 
to  the  electorate.  His  successors 
praised  his  record  in  their  in- 
augural address.  The  change  in 
the  ranks  of  the  opinionated 
each  semester  at  BYU  points 
out  the  need  of  continued  infor- 
mational drives.  BYU’s  “suc- 
cess story”  for  this  year  should 
embrace  more  than  the  unpre- 
cedented performance  to  our 
representatives  to  General  Elec- 
tric. 

May  I recommend  the  follow- 
ing to  Mr.  By  ^s  roads  to  a pos- 
sible solution  offhe  student  gov- 
ernment dilemma: 

1.  That  the  student  officers  in- 
form and  convince  themselves  of 
their  mission  from  the  top  down 
and  within  the  bounds  the  ad- 
ministration sets, 

2.  That  the  student  officers 
exemplify  in  word  and  deed 
their  conviction  of  their  mission 
before  the  studentbody  as  often 
and  as  prudently  as  possible, 

3.  That  narrow-based  patron- 
age be  stopped. 

4.  THAT  APPOINTEES  in 
student  government  come  from 
a broad  base, 

5.  That  student  officers  re- 
main sensitive  and  responsive  to 
changing  student  opinion. 

6.  That  a continuous  publicity 
program  be  carried  on  with  em- 
phasis upon  the  successes  of  the 
studentbody  in  a variety  of  ac- 
tivities including  student  gov- 
ernment, 

7.  That  modest  rewards  for 
participation  in  student  govern- 
ment be  granted,  including 
scholastic  credit. 

This  list  is  not  complete,  but 
it  is  a starter.  I’m  sure,  there  are 
others  with  thoughts  to  add  to 
break  Mr.  By’s  “insolent  si- 
fence.”

Registering  tough 


Team  reaches 
debate  finals 
at  Harvard  U. 


A lot  of  ribs  are  made  about 
the  chaos  and  seeming  unorg- 
anization of  registration,  but 
until  the  other  day  I didn’t  real- 
ize that  some  could  be  true. 


I registered  for  an  evening 
class  and  paid  the  required 
three  dollars  extra  per  semes- 
ter, but  found  out  a few  min- 
utes later  that  I couldn’t  fit  the 
class  into  my  schedule. 


INSTEAD  OF  GETTING  my 

money  refunded  then,  I had  to 
wait  three  days  and  go  to  the 
cashier’s  office  in  the  Admin- 
istration Bldg. 


Due  to  an  accident  and  unus- 
ual circumstances  I found  my- 
self suddenly  short  of  money 
and  therefore  was  counting  on 
this  refund.  When  I went  to  see 
about  it,  I was  told  that  be- 
cause I was  under  21,  the  mon- 
ey would  have  to  be  sent  to 
my  parents,  and  that  this  would 
take  about  two  weeks. 


THIS  ACTION  certainly  did- 
n’t seem  to  reflect  the  supposed 
school  policy  to  treat  the  stu- 
dents as  responsible  persons.  To 
take  the  student’s  own  money, 
send  it  to  his  parents  who  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  matter, 
take  two  weeks  in  doing  so, 
and  cause  an  inconvenience 
both  . to  the  student  and  the 
parents  reveals  a serious  flaw 
in  the  organization  of  school 
policy. 


An  Eastern  debate  trip  high- 
lighted by  tourneys  at  North- 
western U.,  Harvard  and  New 
York  City  College  ended  Sun- 
day night  when  four  BYU  de- 
baters and  their  coach,  Robert 
Boren,’  returned  to  campus.

IN  THE  HARVARD  tourna- 
ment, in  which  112  teams  par- 
ticipated, BYU’s  girls’  team 
reached  the  finals  in  addition 
to  16  other  teams.  Here,  Miss 
Kirkman  and  Miss  Keele  lost  a 
split  decision  to  Stanford  U.  and 
tied  for  fourth  place. 

In  New  York  the  audience 
judged  one  debate  of  each  team. 
Both  Y teams  won  their  con- 
tests.

So  if  you  have  friends 
serving  their  church  or  their 
country,  keep  them  happy  with 
frequent  food  packages  in  ad- 
dition to  your  letters. 

Either  of  these  recipes  will 
make  easy-to-pack  cookies  that 
will  go  through  the  mail  with- 
out crumbling  too  much. 
APPLESAUCE  COOKIES 

li  cups  sifted  flour 
i teaspoon  soda 

1 teaspoon  salt 

\ teaspoon  cinnamon 
-}  teaspoon  nutmeg 

2 cups  oatmeal 

1 cup  brown  sugar 
$ cup  soft  shortening 
1 egg 

1 cup  applesauce 
1 teaspoon  black  walnut  flavor- 
ing 

Sift  dry  ingredients  into  mix- 
ing bowl.  Add  remaining  ingred- 
ients and  beat  until  smooth. 
Drop  by  spoonfuls  on  greased 
cookie  sheet  and  flatten  each 
one  with  bottom  of  glass  which 
has  been  dipped  into  a mixture 
of  cinnamon  and  sugar.  Sprin- 
kle with  more  of  the  cinnamon- 
sugar  mixture  and  bake  at  350 
degrees  for  12-15  minutes. 

Practically  all  missionaries 
and  servicemen  love  brownies, 
and  for  something  a little  dif- 
ferent in  the  brownie  line,  try 
this  recipe  next  time. 

MARBLE  BROWNIES 

1 cup  shortening 
1 cups  sugar 
4 eggs 

1 teaspoon  vanilla 

2 cups  sifted  flour 

11  teaspoons  baking  powder 
| teaspoon  salt 

1 cup  chopped  nuts 

2 squares  unsweetened  choco- 

late 

Cream  shortening  and  sugar, 
add  eggs,  and  beat  well.  Add 
vanilla.  Sift  dry  ingredients  to- 
gether and  add.  Stir  in  nuts  last 
of  all.  Put  half  the  batter  aside. 
Drop  remaining  batter  by  spoon- 
fuls in  a greased  pan  about  10 
by  14  inches. 

Add  melted  chocolate  to  the 
batter  that  you  have  'reserved, 
and  drop  the  chocolate  batter 
by  spoonfuls  between  the  spoon- 
fuls of  white  batter.  Smooth 
carefully  and  bake  at  350  de- 
grees fob  about  35  minutes.  Cut 
into  bars  or  squares  and  frost 
with  chocolate  frosting,  if  de- 
sired.

In  Home  Management  lab  . . . 


Miniatures  used  to  study  housing

Miniature  houses  are  being 
constructed  by  students  in  the 
Department  of  Housing  and 
Home  Management. 

These  scale-model  houses  will 
be  used  in  determining  how  to 
cut  cost  and  reduce  the  amount 
of  labor  involved  in  building 
homes. 

“Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the 
average  home  is  for  labor,” 
said  Dr.  Stephen  S.  Stanford, 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Home  Manage- 
ment, College  of  Family  Liv- 
ing. 

“THE  MOST  logical  place  to 
cut  cost  ,is  in  simplification  of 
construction  techniques.” 

A classroom,  3215  Smith 
Family  Living  Center,  is  being 
converted  into  a research  lab  for

the  study  of  construction  tech- 
niques. 

Part  of  the  machinery  that 
will  be  needed  in  this  lab  has 
already  been  installed  and  is 
now  in  use,  Dr.  Stanford  an- 
nounced. HHM  410  (Housing 
and  Home  Management  laU)  is 
using  the  new  lab  under  the  di- 
rection of  Instructor  Ross  Vieh- 


weg. 

In  studying  construction  tech- 
niques, students  are  building 
the  scale-model  houses.  The 
scale  being  used  is"  one-half 
inch  to  1 foot,  making  the  av- 
erage. model  house  about  3 feet 
by  4 feet. 

THE  MINIATURES  which 
are  being  built  include  tradition- 
al, such  as  Colonial  and  French 
provincial,  as  well  as  modern 
styles. 

A project  that  is  now  under- 
way, the  department  chairman 
said,  is  a rather  advanced  meth- 


od of  current  construction  tech- 
niques. 

Whereas  most  houses  are 
built  from  the  ground  up  with 
the  roof  being  put  on  last,  the 
roof  will  be  the  second  step  in 
this  construction.  First  a frame- 
work of  steel,  aluminum,  wood, 
or  prestressed  concrete  is  built, 
he  indicated.  After  the  install- 
ation of  the  roof,  the  floors  are 
laid.  The  vialls  are  last  to  be 
constructed.  One  entire  wall  may 
be  brick  or  it  may  be  glass. 

AT  VARIOUS  times  during 
the  school  year  there  are  cus- 
tomarily displays  of  the  mini- 
ature houses  in  the  showcases 
in ' the  Smith  Family  Living 
Center. 

In  looking  toward  the  future, 
Dr.  Stanford  hopes  that  “the 
miniature  houses  may  in  time 
become  models  for  full-scale 
construction.  “This  experimental 
housing  would  be  constructed
